SHEBEENING ALLEGATIONS 


IN DUBLIN ACTION. 


In the Dail Eireann (Winding-Up) Court, 
Dublin, yesterday, before the Commissioners, 
Messrs. J. ©. Meredith, Crowley, and St. L. 
Devitt, in the case of Thomas Doherty, 
Laurence McNamee, and Charles Fleming, 
trustees for the John Redmond Branch, Irish 
National Foresters’ Club, against Francis 
Healy, manager, and which had previously 
been heard by Judge Clery, 

Mr. Martin Maguire, who (instructed by 
Messrs. James O'Connor and Co.) a earéd 
for the plaintiffs, said an order been 
made in the case by Judge yay pos 20th 
December, 1921, upon three claims by the 
plaintiffs for possession of the property, No. 
5 Granby row, used as a club by a branch 
of the Irish National Foresters, for an/investi- 
gation of the accounts oi the deg as 
manager, and a declaration that h d been 
properly dismissed from the position of 
manager. Judge Clery, in his order, directed 
that defendant should forthwith give up 
possession * of the premises, save so 
far as they were in his  poss¢s- 
sion as manger, and all other moneys 
and property of the club, including keys, re- 
straining the defendant from interfering wilth 
plai intiffs and cther duly authorised officers of 
the club. 

He refused the relief sought on the ques. 
tion of defendant having ceased to be manager 
of the club. He allowed plaintiffs £26 for 
their costs, but as against this he awarded 
defendant £52 costs. Counsel added that the 
plaintiffs had for nearly three years been 
forcibly excluded from the club, the doors 
having been heavily padlocked. 

The judge's order had been registered, and 
counsel now applied to have it enforced, and 
he appealed against that part of the order, m 
so far as further relief had been refused to 
his clients. 

It was a matter of extreme urgency that 
they should get back to the club, as several 
hundred members were concerned. The 
vlace, said counsel, was being run as a 
shebeen, as they had evidence that 100 dozen 
of stout went in there in one day. The way 
it was carried on was a disgrace. . 

Mr. W. J. Gleeson (instructed by Mr. 
James Fagan), for the defendant, said that 
defendant was managing the place between 
two opposing factions for three years, and he 
had received no@remuneration. If he was 
paid all that was due to him he would clear 
out and give up possession of the premises. 

Mr. Gleeson added that the only portion of 
the premises occupied by his client was that 
which he cupid as manager, namely, three 
rooms at the top of the house. 

Mr. Maguire said that his clien.s did not 
want to mterfere with that at all. They 
wanted to get possession of the front dóor, 
which was locked against them. 

Mr. Commissioner Crowley said that the 
plaintiffs on the present proceedings could 
not obtain a warrant to the sheriff to obtain 

esession. 

The Chief Commissioner said that the plain- 
tiffs mizht be entitled to obtain an attach- 
ment against defendant if Mr. Maguire could 
persuade this Court that they had jurisdic- 
tion to enforce the orders on the equity side. 

Mr. Gleeson said the premises were open 
from 8.45 every morning until 11.15 every 
nizht, and they had been for a long time 
past, and these gentlemen had free access to 
go 'n there during that time. 

Mr. Devitt—Then why should they not: go 
down quietly in the morning at a quarter. to 
nine and take possession? 

Mr. Gleeson said his client was carrying 
on as a neutral person between two rival fac- 
tions, wh» claimed the right to control this 
place. He had handed over the keys to one 
of these parties, who claimed to be the legs! 
officials of the club, 

The Chief Commissioncr said that. they 
would give Mr, Maguire liberty to serve 
four days’ notice of attachment. He could 
tell the defendant what was requirea of him, 
and if he did not comply they would then 
consider what they should do.

The Imperial Conference. 


Before his departure for Europe yester- 
day General Smuts, the South African 
} Premier, reviewed the ‘prospects of the 
Imperial Conference at a dinner which was 
given in his honour by the Pretoria Chamber 
of Commerce. His speech deserves to be 
read by every citizen of the British Em-. 
pire who realises the privileges and the 
duties of his citizenship, for it proves the. 
tremendous importance of the gathering 
which is about to take place in London, and. 
lays particular stress on its economic op- 
portunities, Thechiej task of the Imperia] 
Conference will be to take steps for the 
development of commercial] intercourse 
among the various member States of the 
.Commonwealth, and Ireland, no less than 
Australia or South Africa, will have a 
very direct interest in this aspect of its 
work. As General Smuts said, the im- 
-position of heavy tariffs by the United 
| States Government on all classes of im- 

ported goods has virtually closed the 
American markets to the Dominions. 
The Continental markets of Europe 
are useless, the simple reason 
that none of the European nations has 
any money ; and, therefore, the Dominions 
are thrown back on the British market, 
which includes the Irish market, and, in 
General Smuts’s words, is “the greatest 
of all.’? If the Dominions are to fiourish, 
they must extend their trade with the 
mother countries, and to that end the 
existing rates of preference must be made 
more favourable. Without a more liberal 
preference the Dominions cannot sell 
their goods in the British markets, and 
consequently cannot buy British goods. 

The unemployment problem in England 
never will be solved until the British 
Government recognises the enormous 
} possibilities of inter-Imperial trade. The 
Cobdenites and other “ reagtionaries”’ 
tremble at the very name of Preference, 
as it implies a departure from the rigid 
tenets of Free Trade, but the position is 
so serious that nothing can be allowed to 
stand in the way of the nation’s economic 
recovery. If all the British Dominions 


for 


be used in the right way it can do more 
than any League of Nations to prevent 


‘Free State representatives to. the Confer- 
ence have not yet been chosen, and we 
hope that, in view of the vastly. important 
issues which will come before it, the best 
‘possible men will be sent to represent our 
young State among its peers. onomic- 
ally the Free State has much to gain 
through co-operation with the other mem- 
hers of the Commonwealth, while its 
moral influence in Imperial councils is 
likely to be Yery great. Conditions 
throughout the world are so uncertain 
that the nations of the British group 
must consolidate their own position and 
organise themselves for the constructive 
tasks of peace. Ireland has an important 
part to play in the performance of those 
tasks, and we trust that she will rise to 
the greatness of her opportunity. 
| ———————— 
Italy’s. Decision. 

The crisis which arose last week hetween 
Greece and Italy has taken a still mors 
serious turn. Both countries are members 
of the League of Nations, and, as every- 
body is aware, Greece offered to submit for 
inquiry to that assembly the matters in 
dispute. between her and Italy. It was 
feared that the Italian Government would 
refuse to allow the League of Nations to 
intervene in any way in the dispute: 
These fears have proved all too well justi- 
fied, for yesterday Signor Mussolini, the 
Italian Prime Minister, addressing the 
Council of Ministers, announced that 
the League was “absolutely imncomp® 
tent’ to. judge the question. Further- 
more, he said that in the event of the 
League's still declaring its right to be the 
arbiter of thecasehe had decided that Italy 
must cease to be a member of that body. 
Signor Mussolini had already provisionally 
instructed the Foreign Minister, Count 
Giurati, to inform Signor Salandra, 
Italy's delegate at the” Council of the 
League of Nations, that he should present 
Italy's case in this way. Thus, the 
League of Nations is faced with a 
most serious situation—the gravest since 
its inception. It is in a nature of a test 
case. for so far the League has only had to 
adjudicate in minor matters. In effect, 
Italy at the moment is presenting an 
ultimatum to the whole body of the 
League of Nations. Article 12 of 
the Covenant provides that if there 
should be any dispute between members of 
the League likely to lead to a rupture 
they will submit the matter to arbitration 
or to inquiry by the Council. Further 
more, in Article 16 it is laid down that, 
if a member of the League should resort to 
war in contravention of Article 12, it 
shall be deemed to have committed an act 
of war against al] other League members. 
It is obvious that these two clauses are 
among the most vital of the (whole 
Covenant; and if the League is not 
prepared to defend these principles it will 
cegse at once to be effective in the smallest 
degree. Yesterday the Council of the 
League adjourned before Italy's decision 
had been placed before it. 
to he hoped that before it meets again 
more moderate counsels will have pre 
vailed in Italy. The League af Nations was 
formed in order to keep the peace; and its 
own members should- strive to the utmost 
to attain that object. 


The Workers’ Education. 


The British Trade Union Congress is 
preparing to discuss the important ques- 
tion of providing educational faciltties for 
the members of trades unions. The pro- 
posal is not new, and in the last couple 
of years efforts have been made to bring it 
to some sort of fruition. The Congress 
that met at Cardiff in 1921 resolved that 
the General Council and the Trade Union 
Education Enquiry Committee should co- 
operate to prepare a scheme for giving 
practical effect to the recommendations of 
the Enquiry Committee, which included 
the taking over of Ruskin College and 
the Oentral Labour College. At the 
Southport Congress in the following year 
it was reported that the Labour Colleges 
were prepared to participate in the 
scheme, provided that it did not “‘essen- 
tially differ with their policy.” Here, it 
appears, lies the rub. These Labour Col- 
leges, of which the two named and the 
Scottish Labour College are the chief, 
are managed by the National Council of 
Labour Colleges, and the “policy ” of this 
body is not education ag it is commonly

Of the 57,363 valid votes, no less than 
£0 835 were actually used in the return of 
the elected candidates. Further, the runner- 
up, Mr. O'Connor, was 4 Government candi- 
date, and most of his supporters had, doubt- 
less, included, say, among their first four 
choices, one or other of the three elected 
Government candidates, Messrs. O° Higgins, 
Fitzgerald and Derham. Let every citizen in 
County Dublin recall his first four or five 
choices, and consider how many of the success- 
ful candidates were included in those choices ; 
let him ask his neighbour to do the same; it 
will be found that practically all the citizens 
can point to st least one, probably more, 
the successful candidates as having been in- 
cluded among his relatively high choices. In 
normal political conditions, nearly all citizens 
would be able to point to someone sitting in 
Parliament in whose election he took a direct 
part. There are exceptions, but so far as is 
practicable, representation is complete 

If citizens in other constifuencies apply the 
same test, they also will be conscious that the 
new Parliament is a body to which thev are 
directly .related through one or other of the 
members elected for their constituency The 
franchise has. meant a share in representation 
These conditions may be contrasted with 
results in Great Britain, in Canada and in 
other Dominions where in a general election 
there are now many three, four or five-cornered 
fights. In each single division of many zreat 
towns in Great Britain the elected member 
répresents a minority of the votes ; the 
majority have no direct association with. the

| PLEA FOR DOMINION 


_ PREFERENCE. 
GENERAL SMUTS AND 
EUROPE’S NEEDS: 


oa PRETORIA, Tuesday. 

, On the eve of his departura for the Im- 
perial Conference, General Smuts, at a 
dinner given m his. honour by the Chamber 
of Commerce, said that althow#gh it was 
awkward for him to leave South Africa at 
present, he was convinced ‘that it was his 
duty to represent South Africa at the Con- 
ference in: England. . 

General Smuts dwelt on South Africa's 
needs for external markets, pointing óut the 
possibilities in Central Africae. He said that. 
America, in view of the Customs barriers, did 
not now offer any considerable opportunity. 
Seeing that the European markets were 
limived by their financial capacity, they were 
looking to the greatest market of all, which 
they must push to the uttermost, namély, the 
British market 

Discussing the question of preference, he 
thought'that somethmg substantial could be 
done. He could not concaive that the Britisn 
Government would have called the Economic 
Conference unless it was prepared to listen 
carefully to any views the Doidinions might 
put forward. within certain limits. Ee 
assumed from Britain xs great departure from 
the free trade poli¢y, that the British Gc«- 
vernment was prepared to nieet . the 
Dominions on a number of questions. As to 
the recovery of the world, he said that when 
they studied world -problems it seemed 
almost immoral. to mention the word peaca; 
yet nothing could save the world but peace. 
But they must be patient, and not try to 
achieve foó much. In‘ all this whirlpoo! ot 
passion, the great problem was to keep steady 
and keep judgment clear. This was a very 
uphill task in the present temper of the world, 
tut he had great faith in the power and in- 
fluence—especialiy moral influence—of the 
British Empire. (Applause.) 

AMERICA’S OPPORTUNITY. 

General Smuts reiterated that the entry of 
America into the field of peace, as in the field 
of war, would mean that the position of the 
world would be easily saved. The task of 
securing European peace, which confronted the 
British Empire, was almost impossible. Yet 
he knew, from his own experience in the arena 
of world affairs, that the position and power 
of the British Empire were enormous—quite 
the biggest thing in the world to-day. Every 
ounce of the Empire's strength should have 
been devoted to securing peace, and the 
recovery of Europe 

Referring to India. General Smuts said that 
British statesmen were under the gravest 
difficulties in trying to apply to India British 
ideals of justice and libertv. He hoped that 
Success would be achieved there, too; but 
whether there were success or not, there was 
mo doubt among the statesmen of the worid 
that the British Empire stood for freedom 
and liberty, and definitely turned its thoughts 
away from domination or military or political 
leadership. That gave the British Empire ite 
tremendous’ position. They did not want to 
be cock of the walk. Thev did not want to 
achieve the military leadership of the world. 
That was not what inspired them at the Wash- 
ington . (Conference. The British Empire 
wanted peace. It seemed that the Imperial 
Conference would focus all the strength of the 
Empire to that ideal. He felt that if they 
got the least chance of making a solid con 
tribution to the world’s peace it would-be 
made at the.Imperial Conference. 

He concluded by saying that never before 
in the history of the world had the position 
looked so dark as it did to-day. ‘Yet, he had 
@ feeling that even at this darkest point, and 
perhaps because they had reached the point 
of extreme crisis, they might be on the turn, 
and Europe on the mend, though they did not 
know it. He counselled faith, steadiness, and 
patience.—(Reuter.)

BRITAIN PROHIBITS IRISH 
CATILE IMPORTS. 


The Ministry of: Agriculture issued the fol- 
lowing statement last night — . i 

The existence oí Foot-and-Mouth diseate 
has to-day been confirmed on premiser af 
Shavington, mear Crewe. The . Ministry . of 
Agriculture has issued an order. prohibiting 
the movement of animals in an area within 
a radius of approximately 15 miles of the 
infected premises. This area hes mainly in 
Cheshire, but includes small portions of the 
counties of Staffordehire and Shropshire 

The affected animals in this case are stated 
to have been landed from Belfast on August 
28th. and to have been moved from Fleetwood 
landing place to Shavington on: August 31st, 
arriving at their destination on the following 
day. 

‘Later in the dav the existence of the disease 

was also confirmed in the.approved landing 
place for Irish animals at the port of Fleet- 
wood, in cattle which bad recently landed 
there from Belfast. CO Ee i 

Pending the completion of inquiries as to 
the origin of the animals. and as to the 
health of the animals on the premises from 
which they originated in Ireland, the Mimister 
of Agriculture has issued an order prohibiting 
entirely, until further notice, the ianding ‘of 
animals from Ireland. 

A further outbreak has been confirmed at 
West End. near Southampton, The usual 
order has been made. i 

The Department 6f Agriculture and 

Technical Instruction for Ireland issued the

John Shevlin, publican, Old Park road, 

Belfast, was deliberately shot dead by three 
men, a few hundred yards from his public- 
house, last night. His assailants escaped. 
No motive for the murder is apparent. 
_ Mr. Shevlin, with kis brother, closed the 
pablichouse, which is at the corner of Byron 
street, at 10 o'clock, and they pete outside 
ths house ten minutes later. Mr John 
Shevlin walked towards the city and his 
brother in the opposite direction. ' 

At the corner of Benwell street Mr. 
Shevlin was approached by thres men who 
drew revolvers and fired point blank at him. 
The men then ran down Benwell street. 

Mr. Shevlin staggered into the road and 
fell in front of a tramicar. The driver applied 
the emergency brake, but could not stop the 
vehicle in time. Mr. Shevlin'’s: foot wae 
caught between the “ catcher “” and the front 
wheel, and he could not be extricated until 
the car had been “ jacked” up.. He was un- 
conscious all the time, and when he reached 
a hospital he was found to be dead. He had 
been terribly wounded in the chest and it 
is virtually certain that he died within’ a 
few seconds of. being shot. : 

The murder took place at the corner of 
what is known as a Protestant street, a 
quarter cf a mile from the notorious Marrow- 
bone area. Mr. Shevlin had entered into 
possession of this publichouse to months 
aio. A year ago his. publichouse in the 
Albertbridge road district was burned out.

SAVING THE ELK... 


BRITISH COLUMBIA’S ACTION. 


Timely action on the part of the British 
Columbia Government has saved the largest 
quadruped on the North American Cantinent 
from threatened extinction 

Some years ago the Canadian Government. 
at a large expenditure of money and pains, 
bought up the last remaining herd of bison 
in -America, and placed them in security in 
the National Parks at Banff and Wainwright, 
where the shaggy survivors of the prairies 
are increasing in numbers every year 

Now the elk, the biggest species of the deer 
tribe, which not long ago was also. found in 
large herds. ail over Western Canada, -is 
menaced with extinction. The most numerous 
tepresentatives of this rare. species of big 
game are found to-day in Vancouver Island, 
where in the neighbourhood cf Lake Cowichan 
300 head of elk roam the dense forest areas 

The British Columbia. Game Board has 
established a reservation, forty square miles 
in extent, north of Cowichan, and there the 
elks are being herded. Immunity from the 
sportsman's rifle in this reservation wil] not 
merely. prevent the disappearance of this 
animal, but, as in the case of the bison, enable 
if. in a few years’ time to show a rapid in- 
crease,

SINN THE 


REPLY TO GOVERNMENT'S 
CLAIM. 


The Publicity Department of the Sinn 
Fein (Republican) Committee last night issued 
a statement in reply to the Government’s 
claim that tha result of the elections is a 
vindication of its policy. The hope is- ex- 
pressed that ** equal publicity will be accorded 
to the answer with which this claim is met 
by the 288,000 Irishmen and women who 
gave their first preference votes to the Sinn 
Fein candidates.” 

The statement goes on to say that “the 
election was rendered a farce, ab tnttio, by 
the following facts :'— 

“(1) There were, and are, some 15.000. Re- 
publicans in jail, and great numbers of others, 
‘not. in jail, but, incapacitated from 
taking part in the election. ' 

“(2) Ihe prisoners and prosoripts alluded

OPPORTUNITIES FOR 
SPECULATORS. 


Another fall of the mark is, in progress, 
telegraphed TAd TJ'imes Correspondent in 
Berlin yesterday.

BRITAIN’ READY TO ‘HELP. 

Reuter’s Agency states that -unabated 
anxiety prevails at the Japanese Embassy, 
London, which is! being inundatéd with in- 
quiries from all parts of the country, and also 
with telegrams from the Japanese Embassies 
abroad begging for news. So far the London 
Embassy has not been able to get a single 
word. The Ambassador-is deeply touched by 
tre kind and sympathetic inquiries he is re- 
ceiving from all sides: i 

Immediately on his return to London the 
Marquis Curzon conveyed to the Japanese 
Ambassador the most profound sympathy 
both of His Majesty’s Government and of him- 
self with the Japanese Goverttment and people. 
Baron Hayashi was assured that any help 
which the British Government could: render 
would be most freely given. 

The naval authorities have been instructed 
to render all ‘possible assistance to the 
Japanese authorities. 

The Lerd Mayor of London has opened a 
Relief Fund for the assistance of sufferers from 
the ar. In a letter announcing his 
decision, the Lord Mayor refers to the terrible 
havoc and misery with which the inhabitants 
of some of the most important cities and towns 
of Japan are at present coping, and says :— 
“In these circumstances I am certain that 
the City of London will, with its traditional 
generosity, desire to bear its share in the work 
of relief. 


FATE OF BRITISH OFFICIALS, 


A telegram has, been. received (the first 
‘British official news on the subject) from the 
British Consul at “Kobe with regard to the 
earthquake. It. states that the British 
Chargé d’ Affaires at Tokio was absent from 
the capital at the time ‘being up country. 
The Consul further states that large portions 
of Tokio and Yokohama were destroyed by 
fire and eatthquake, and that several 
Embassies and Legationg are reported burnt, 
but that no details are available. The foreign 
community at Kobe is sending a relief. ship to 
Yokohama. The Foreign Office, beyond the 
above information, knows nothing of the fate 
of the British community in the affected area. 

A message from Kobe, however, states that 
some foreign refugees who have arrived there 
from Yokohama report that over a hundred 
foreign residents in the port have perished. 
They heard that the British and American 
Consuls are among the victims. The United 
States Consul at Shanghai confirms the report 
that the American Consul at Yokohama and 
his wife have been killed, and that the casual- 
ties among foreigners there are very numerous, 

Messrs. Dodwell and Co., East India mer- 
chants, of St. Mery Axe, London, have re- 
ceived a cablegram stating that their British 
staff in Yokohama, numbering some eight or 
nine, are safe,| Lioyd’s Agency says that a 
cable from Kobe of to-day’s date states that 
the British steamers Lycaon and Knight 
Templar have frrived at that port.

She suggested that 
if the General Council had given a bold lead 
on certain questions and used that machinery 
to line up the working classes behind the 
Couneil, n would have obtained far more 
definite results, and removed a great deal of 
the mistrust and suspicion that existed 
against the trade union ‘movement. While 
they had the machinery for bringing back 
the workers to the unions, they did not have 
a policy. 

Mr. Robertson (Scottish Painters) said that 
at the time they were conducting the cam- 
paign the working classes had suffered re- 
ductions of wages amounting to five hundred 
million pounds. It was a mistake to 
emphasise the craft aspect. An injury to one 
was an injury to all. 

Mr. Havelock Wilson (Sailors’ and Fire- 
men’s Union) called the attention of the 
General Council to the kind of men that they 
had sent out to preach “ back to the unions.’’ 
‘These .men, for the two years or more, 
had done every possible thing, he said, to 
drive men out of the-unions. One speaker 
at a propaganda meeting recently said that 
the trade union Jeaders were not an intelli- 
gent body of men. Was that the kind of 
talk to convince the average working man 
that he ought to join a trade union’? They 
wanted to go and talk to the men and tell 
them the truth. (Applause.) ‘I am glad,” 
said Mr. Wilson, “ that we are unanimous 
in telling the truth, and the only observation 
that I have to make upon that is that it 
— upon how you tell it.” (Laughter.) 

r. A. J. Cook (South Wales) said that 
he agreed that they should tell the truth, 
and, if they did, it would not be to the 
benefit of Havelock Wilson. He favoured a 
union for its own industry, and let them 
convince the workers that the union existed 
for other purposes besides providing officials 
with jobs. 

Mr. E. Shinwell (Amalgamated Marine 
Workers’ Union) said that for years men like 
Havelock Wilson had been stating a 
point of view inconsistent with the views 
of delegates there. It was not for 
anyone who fcund a comfortable place 
on the’ platform of a shipowner contesting a 
Parliamentary election to criticise someone 
who had never ratted from the movement, 
either politically or, industrially. Mr. Wilson 
argued that it was not wrong. It was not 
wrong from his point of view, but it was 
wrong ftom Labour’s point of view. During 
the miners” strike Mr. Wilson’s union took up 
an attitude that was in the interest of his 
ae but against the interest of the Miners’ 


Jnion. 
THE DOCKERS’ DISPUTE. 

Mr. Ernest Bevin said that he was glad 
that Mr. Shinwell understood the trade union 
movement. They had had a dockers’ dispute 
against an agreement for collective bargaining 
which Congress held had to be honoured if 
trade unionism was to live. (Applause.) They 
had had interference irom other unions, and 
he maintained, in the “interest of trade 
wnionism generally, that before they started 
eleaning other people’s doorsteps let them 
clean their own. Durin ers’ dispute 
they were subjected to th t unscrupulous 
intervention by the. Workers’ Union, who 
persisted in stabbing them in the back in 
order to make members for their union. They 
were even trying to do it now. Was that 
trade unionism? “'I hope,” said Mr. Bevin, 
“that a union found guilty of these . 
nicious attempts will be expelled from . 
Eress and ostracised from the movement and 
declared as ‘yellow’ trade unions which do 
not er the real functions of the move- 
ment. 

Mr. Neil Maclean said that Mr. Bevin 
might call himself what he liked and claim 
that he was out to organise all transport 
workers, but he sent his organisers to the 
flour mills and endeavoured to get into his 
union members of the Workers’ Union, and 
yet he had presented himself there that day 
as an electro-plated article. 

Several other delegates endeavoured to speak 
at the same time, claiming that Mr. Bevin 
had attacked them. 

Mr. Sutton asked if the President did not 
Bha that they had washed sufficient dirty 
inen.

Mr. Smillie said that the trend that the 
discussion had taken had little to do with 
the subject of the “ Back to the Union's”' 
campaign.

MILLIONS OUTSIDE THE UNIONS. 

Mr. Carmichael (London) said that they 
had ten million workers outside the unions. 
Let them get together and bring them in. 

Mr. Ben Smith (Transport Workers’ Union 
said that the General: Council had AA sur 
the policy of his union that they must stand 
by agreements properly made. Any ‘union 
that endeavoured to lead a sectional strike 
within was guilty of traitorous . con. 
duct to the trade union movement. 
Every agency that could be utilised in Huil 
to bolster up the position of the Workers’ 
Union had been used. 

_ A Hull delegate sprang to his feet and 
demanded that Mr. Smith should repeat his 
remarks at Hull. Further disorder ensued. 

When Mr. Smith was able to resume, he 
said that the Congress had been flouted by 
representatives of the Workers’ Union, and 
the Council would be justified in expelling 
that Union from the Congress. 

Mr.* Ruark (Stevedores’ Union, London) 
complained that in the London dockers’ strike 
“damnable lies’’ were circulated by the 
Transport Workers’ Union. 

It was moved at this stage that Congress 
proceed to the next business. 

Mr. -Ben - Fillet, who wanted to speak, 
pleaded with the delegates to give him 4 
chance. 

A card vote resulted in the next business 
being carried by 2,395,000 votes to 1,489,000. 

Mr. Tillett protested against the Chairman's 
action, and challenged the vote, without effect. 

THE RUHR AND UNEMPLOYMENT. 

On the General Council report, Mr. Pollitt 
(Boilermakers) drew attention to the appeal 
for financial assistance for Germhn’ trade 
unionists in the Ruhr, and raised the question 
of the Ruhr situation generally. He said teat 
anemployment in this country would not be 
alleviated while the French remained in the 
Ruhr. It was not money that the German 
trade unionists wanted, from the British | 
Labour movement, but direct action to pre- 
vent the French troops going into the Ruhr, 
or to get them out again: He deplored the 
fact that the average trade ‘unionist was not 
interested in international solidarity, but that | 
was largely because information regarding in- 
ternational movements was not freely given.

Before this time several earthquakes had 
been felt in England, the greatest known 
occurring on November 14, 1328. Never in 
these realms, however, has there been loss 
of l®e, althoggh part of the St. Paul's and 
the Temple Churches fell in the year 1580. 
= earth disturbance was felt in Ireland in 

The first serious earthquake in Japan dates 
back to 1596. Then severz? chies were made 
ruins and thousands of persons were hurled 
into eternity. China was shaken in 1662, 
when 300, ple were buried in Pekin 
alone, and again in 1731, when the death-roll 
at Pekin amounted to 100,000. An earth- 
quake in Sicily in 1693 overturned 54 cities 
and towns and 300 villages. Of Catania and 
its 18,000 inhabitants not a trace remained, 
while more than 100,000 lives were lost. 

Mariy shocking disasters occurred in the 
18th century. One of the most terrifying of 
these was the earthquake of 1751, which 
originating at Lisbon, swallowed up 50,000 
inhabitants within eight minutes, and, 
destroying many cities and half of the island 
of Madeira and a large part of the island of 
Mityline, in the Archipelago, extended 5,000 
miles, even to Scotland. 

At Tauris, in 1780, fifteen thousand houses 
fell, and multitudes were buried. Forty 
thousand persons perished when Messina and 
a number of towns in Italy and Sicily were 
overthrown in 1783. Between Santa Fé and 
Panama, in 1797, an opening of the earth 
swallowed up 40,000 people in one second. 
The whole country in that area, including 
the cities of Cusco and Quito, wag destroyed. 

The 19th century opened with a violent 
earthquake at Constantinople that destroyed 
the Royal Palace and an immensity of build- 
ings, and extended into Rumania and 
Wallachia. At the Azores, in 1810, an earth- 
quake shock was followed by a phenomenon, 
a lake of boiling water appearing in the place 
of a village of St. Michael's. 

An earthquake in the year 425 B.C. made 
the Peninsula of Euboea an island, and one in 
Hungary in 1736 turned a mountain round. 

In the year 1819 several shocks were felt 
throughout India, where Kutch was sunk and 
2,000 persons were killed. Many cities of 
Southern Syria suffered severely in 1837, 
hundreds of houses being overthrown and 
thousands of inhabitants perishing. 

Within the last sixty years there have been 
no fewer than seven terrible earthquakes 
South America was stricken in 1868, 25,000 
of its people meeting horrible deaths in Peru 
and Eucador. In 1 Karakatoa suffered in- 
tensely, and the number killed there was com- 
puted at 55,000. A further volcanic eruption 
in Japan in 1896 accounted for wide destruc- 
tion and the loss of 26,000 lives. The earth- 
quake at Mount Pelé, an island of Martinique; 
in 1902, created much damage (the side of the 
voleano itself was torn away), and 30,000 
perished. Then followed the disturbance at 
San Francisco in 1906, with its loss of 1,500 
lives, and the disaster at Messing and Cala- 
bria in 1908, which actually claimed 300,000 
victims, while last year’s upheaval in Chile is 
still fresh in the public mind.

Answering the argument that they ought to 
have called a general strike, Mr. Thomas said 
that Mr Pollitt knew perfectly wel! that he 
could not even order the boilermakers out on 
strike on this question, and neither could the 
General Counc order out the general trade 
union movement. If the complaint was that 
they had not called a general strike, they, 
pleaded guilty, and they asked if that was 
the view of Congress that it should substi- 
tute for the present leaders those who would 
not only have the power to call a strike, but, 
what was far more important. those who 
could successfully command the following of 
the rank and file. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Thomas mentioned that the German 
trade unionists were invited to send a frater- 
nal delegate to the Congress, and Leipart was 
to have attended, but the difficulty of the 
German trade unionists was not alone the 
persuasion from the Right, but intrigue from 
the Left, with the result that Leipart was 
unable to attend.

He thought that all were wounded by the 
high explosive shell which entered the bar- 
racks in the fort. There were no casualties 
in the police school, as all the students had 
withdrawn, thinking it. an exposed point. 
Five wounded, including three soldiers, were 
taken to the civil hospital, but one refugee 
died. So far there are thirteen certified 
deaths, and it is feared that a few others who 
are missing were completely obliterated by 
the high explosive shell. it is especially 
pathetic that all the victims, except the three 
woldiers, were refugees.

so long as a reasonable measure of Home 
Rule -was denied, our Imperial Rulers ‘threw 
the reins of mhall on te backs “ 
testless and disappoin ple, en 
by Geking the whole somes of ws govern- 
ment. to pieces, and setting up a perilous 
e iment of a divided Ireland, a divided 
Ulster, and establishing this government: in 
Southern Ireland, without waiting to hand 
over control to an ordered Government 
supported by an efficient force. at its back 
to ensure peace. 

Whatever the cause, the result of weak 
government in Ireland has been disastrous, 
and its consequences incalculable. As things 
are, we must all, both North and South, 
do our best, and show the world that even in 
disunion we can send our country along the 
lines of progress until the advent of a happier

The hymn, “ Holy, Holy, Holy Lord God 
Almighty,’’ was sung as the choir and clergy 
marched in procession to their places. Canon 
Forbes, in the absence of:.the Archdeacon, 
took his place at the north side of the Com- 
munion table, and the Bishop, kpeeling at the 
south side, said the opening prayers. The 
Rev. G. R.. Nixon, for thé Diocesan Registrar 
(the Rev. J. Jackson, who was preiess at 
‘the organ), read the mandate for the enthrone- 
ment, and presented it to Canon -Forbes. 

The Bishop, then came to the front of the 
Communion table, and made his. declaration. 
Then Canon Forbes conducted him to 
the throne, where the solemn declaration of 
enthronement in the Bishopric -of Tuam was 
made. Canon Forbes pronounced the bless- 
ing, and there was a short period of silence 
for private prayer.: The evening prayers 
were said in the accustomed order. 

After the second Lesson the bishop went 
to the stall of the Prebendary of Kilmainmore, 
and installed the Rey. William Morgan 
O'Connell, Rector of Clifden, as Prebendary. 

Preaching from the text of John xv. 27: 
“ Ye also shall bear witness because ye have 
been with me,” the bishop dwelt on the work 
of the first disciples, and on the wonderful re- 
sults which followed throughout the then 
known world. He pointed out that they at- 
tempted no political. or social reforms ; they 
were as their Master had told them to be, 
simply witnesses for Him. The Church's real 
task was still, he said, to bear witness to 
Jesus Christ.. When it attempted anything 
else it failed, and deserved to fail. That was 
the true solution of the evils which existed 
in the world to-day, and the part which the 
Church had to play was to bring men into 
living, conscious touch with ‘Christ, and té 
prove to them that Christ’s law of love if 
faithfully obeyed would solve all the problems 
which confronted the modern ‘world. 

The bishop concluded with a feeling refer- 
ence to the late Right Rev. Dr. Ross, whose 
early death was so much deplored, not only 
in the Diocese of Tuam, but throughout the 
Church of Ireland. and said that his ambition 
would be to follow the late bishop as he 
followed Christ.

After contrasting the financial positions of 
Britain, France, Germany, Italy, and 
Belgium, his lordship said that from these 
facts he deduced two things.

£1,000 PROMISSORY NOTE. 

In the case of O'Byrne vy. O'Byrne, Mr. 
M. J. Ryan {instructed by Mr. O’B. Moran), 
who appeared for the plaintiff, said that his 
client, William O'Byrne, of Bansha, County 
Tipperary. had obtained judgment for £1,000 
against the defendants, David O’ Byrne, 
Knocklong, County Limerick, and James 
O'Byrne, of Hospital, on foot of a promissory 
note signed by them on 12th April, 1921, 
whereby they agreed to pay the plaintiff that 
amount in two instalments of £600, two 
months from’ date, and £400 in six months. 
The promissory note was in consideration of 
the plaintiff having agreed to waive any claim 
that he might have to an estate owned by a 
deceased brother of all the parties. The 
judgment, which was delivered by the Circuit 
Court at Kilmallock on 20th March, 1922,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—Mr. E. Eason is evidently not 
conversant with the provisions of the new 
Electoral Act. The Third Schedule of the 
Electoral Act, 1923, Rule 5 (a), states that 
the returninf officer need not necessarily 
transfer the surplus of an elected candidate 
when that surplus, together with any other 
surplus not transferred, ig less than the 
difierence between the number of votes 
credited to the two lowest continuing candi- 
dates, and the number of votes credited at 
such count to the lowest candidate is greater 
than one-third of the quota. 

At the time when the surpluses arose the 
lowest candidate had not had credited to him 
a number of votes greater than onethird of 
the quota; therefore, the returning officer had 
no discretion in the matter, and Mr. Doyle's 
surplus of one vote and Dr. Keogh’s surplus 
oi 69 had to be distributed, thongh they coald 
not affect the result. 

An amendment of the old rule 
obviously necessary in view of the new con- 
dition, that a candidate must obtain one- 
third of the quota to enable him to recover 
his deposit, but the amendment should have 
left, as before, some discretion to the return- 
ing officer. Ae it stands, the returning officer 
may have to examine some six or, seven 
thousand ballot papers for the purpose of 
transferring one vote, when the transfer 
cannot possibly affect the position of the 
candidates or save, for one of them, his de

ST. COLUMBANUS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr.—I. have read with much pleasure the 
appreciative notice of St. Columbanus, signed 
L. J. Stafford, which appeared in your issue 
of the 1st inst. Now that the anniversary ol 
St. Columbanus is being celebrated at Bobbio, 
the career of that remarkable man should 
awaken widespread interest, particularly i 
the land of his birth and upbringing—the land 
on which his apostolic labours abroad have 
shed an imperishable distinction, 
Columbanyps died at Bobbio in the year 615, 
on the 23rd November according to some 
manuscript records of the event, on the 21st 
November according to others. Three years 
later a youth from the little town of Susa, just 
under the Cottian Alps, entered the monastery 
of Bobbio, where in due course he joined the 
community. It is to this monk, whose name 
in religion was Jonas, we are mainly indebted 
for all that we know of our great countryman 
Columbanus. 

Jonas never saw Columbanus; but im 
Bobbio, in Luxeuil and elsewhere he met and 
conversed with many ecclesiastics who had 
been disciples and companions of ‘the deceased 
Abbot. For the office of biographer, there- 
fore, Jonas was well qualified; and, indeed, 
his well-known Vita is admitted to be not 
alone an admirable memoir of the Saint, but 
likewise a document of much value for 
elucidating one of the obscurest periods of 
Merovingian history. 

With Jonas’s “Life” in my hand I had 
the good fortune, a few years before the out- 
break of the late war, of being able to devote 
a holiday or two to tracking the footsteps of 
Columbanus on the Continent—in Burgundy, 
in Switzerland and in Italy. Of monographs 
of Columbanus quite a number have been 
written; but the cardinal desideratum in the 
field of Columbanian literature has yet to he 
supplied. If some capable scholar would pre- 

are and publish a critical edition of Jonas 
in a style comparable to that of Dr. Reeves’s 


he would render a priceless service to Ireland 
as well as to ecclesiastical history at large. 

Inseparable from the Vita, and not less 
indispensable for the due appreciation of the 
character and the work of Columbanus, are 
some products of his gifted pen that have 
fortunately been rescued from destruction. 
These include: (a) The rule and penitential 
which the Saint drew up for his communities ; 
(b) epistles or letters written by him at 
certain troubled crises of his career on ques- 
tions of momentous concern ‘to himself and to 
the monasteries of his foundation; (c) poems 
on different subjects, all evidencing a rare 


short set of moral instructions or discourses. 

Such are the literary remains of Columbanus: 
and it wilt be 
Jonas who would worthily fulfil his wunder- 
taking thoroughly to revise and annotate these 


in one composite work. The task of editing 
has happily been lightened in recent years by 
the labours of an increasing number of in- 
vestigators, among whom Dr. Jackson Lawler, 
of ublin University. and the foreign 
scholars, Bruno Krusch, Seebass and Gundlach, 
stand first im repute. 

No more suitable monument could be erected 
to the memory of Columbanus than such an 
Editio Princeps of his standard “ Life’’ and 
of his own writings. And no 
Erin ” better deserves to be ‘commemorated 
in durable form by his compatriots than the 


Burgundy in 590 a.p.. for no nobler repre- 
sentative of the race has ever left the shores 
of Ireland. ‘‘ Others came,’ says Dr. Albert 
Hauck in his Xirchengeschichte Deutschlands 
(Church History of Germany), “ but Columban 
was the greatest of them all.” Within a 
oer of his death the influence of 
uxeuil had penetrated to Brittany at one 
side and at the other to Noricum. - 

Luxeuil, it may be noted, was not, as 
Father Stafford seems to suggest, the parent 
house of Columbanus in Burgundy. The first 
monastery which he founded in that region 


‘among the slopes of the Vosges Mountains. 
All: traces of the religious buildings have 
disappeared from Annegray. But the mound 
on which they stood, partially surrounded by 
a segment of the ancient vallum, is readily 
identifiable ; and—though farm crops are now 
grown on that sacred soil—the site is still 
mueh venérated by the lIpcal peasantry.

In the Ambrosian library of Milan is still 
reserved the Antiphonary of Bangor, perhaps 
the most precious of the literary treasures 
that were once housed in Bobbio, at least 
for us Irishmen. This venerable relic of 
Bangor has been reproduced and published 
by the Henry Bradshaw Society, under the 
capable editing of the Rev. F. E. Warren, 
B.D. I had the great privilege of being 
shown the priceless tome—whose vellum pages 
have become almost illegible from age—by 
the present Pontiff, Pope Pius XI., when hie 
presided over the Ambrosian Library as its 
courteous prefect. 

I may note further that Bangor was ndt 
the monastery which Columbanus entered '' as 
a youth.” On quitting his native Leinster, 
he repaired to the monastery of St. Sinell, 
and passed some years under the instructidn 
and spiritual direction of that holy man. 
There can scarcely be a doubt that the Sinell 
here in question was the saint of that name 
who founded a religious establishment at 
Cluain-inis, an island in the River Erne not 
far from the present town of Enniskillen. 

From Sinell’s schoo]: Columbanus went to 
Bangor, the famous monastery of St. Congall, 
and the next twenty years of his life were 
spent at.Bangor.

Jefore the Sub-Sheriff of Dublin and a jury 
at Green street Courthouse yesterday, 
Christopher Roche, Haddington road, sued 
John Kinney, Moygrove, Raheny, County 
Dublin, for damages for fraud and deceit in 
sending a telegram to the Belgian Govern- 
ment in connection with the sale of horses. 

Mr. P. Lynch, K.C., who, with Mr. Hubert 
Hamilton (instructed by Mr. Lane Joynt, soli- 
citor), appeared for the plaintiff, said that Mr. 
Roche was a very extensive horse dealer, hav- 
ing a place at Haddington road and another 
in the County Dublin. Mr. Kinney was also 
in the horse trade, and it appeared that in 
March, 1921. Mr. Roche, who was then a con- 
tractor for the Belgian Government for a sup- 
viy of thorses—troopers and chargers—had 
168 horses ready to show to the Belgian Com- 
mission. The Belgian Inspector got a tele- 
gram, purporting to come from Mr. Roche— 
“I am showing Dutch Government my horses 
next month; unable to show you any this 
time.” ‘the Belgian buyer did not turn up 
owing to this telegram, and the plaintiff lost 
by having the animals left on his hands. As 
a result of inquiries it was found that Mr. 
Kinney had sent the telegram. 

Mr. Roche gave evidence, that as the result 
of the false telegram the horses were leit on 
his hands for some time, and 55 of the ani- 
mals remained unsold for 12 months. He sus- 
tained £2,295 loss in connection with the 
transaction. 

Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr. C.. Friery, solicitor), for the defendant, 
asked the jury if they thought that the Bel- 
gian Government, with their experts, would 
take all the horses. Would they not pick and 
select a certain number from amongst them. 
He put it to them that 115 of the 150 horses 
were selected, and that the remaining 35 were 
net accepted; but there was no reason why 
Mr. Roche should have kept these horses for 
twelve months. 

Mr. James Duggan and Mr. Laverty, horse 
dealers. stated that about £4 a head would be 
reasonable profit to have on the horses; and 
that 75 per cent. would be a _ reasonable 
number for Government buyers to accept of 
the horses shown to them. 

The jury awarded the plaintiff £150 
damages,

LORD LEVERHULME’S OFFER TO 
STORNOWAY, 


The offer made to Stornoway by Lord Levers 
hulme on Monday evening was yesterday the 
one subject of discussion in Stornoway and 
throughout the island: In value, the gift 
is estimated to represent a sacrifice by Lord 
Leverhulme of nearly a million pounds, and, 
so far as the town of Stornoway is converned, 
popular opinion is understood st ly to 
favour the acceptance of the profie ift 
while at the same time there is a deep fedling 
of regret that the offer involves Lord Lever- 
hulme’s own severance from Lewes. Ip the 
area outside the seven-mile radius, the pro- 
blem is an intricate and difficult one, and 
will require very careful investigation: before 
a decision can be taken. Both bodies of 
trustees are to hold sittings to-morrow, and 
they will probably meet jointly on Friday. 
Lord Leverhulme left Stornoway for London 
on Monday night.
